Exploration 



En this year's Estimates the mm of 
forty thousand dollars is set apart for 
tho purpose of surveying the Crown 
Lands. During the debate which 
arose- upon this item, tho Chief Com- 
missioner was understood to ssiy that 
tho sum would constitute a common 
fund for explorations us well as for 
surveys. That such ought to bo the 
case we imagine few persons acquaint- 
ed with the peculiar circumstances of 
British Columbia will be likely to 
question. A largo or sudden influx 
of agriculturists is not to be appre- 
hexded. To our tlunking, therefore, 
it would be a grave error to force a 
system of surveys to the extent which 
the expenditure of so large a sum as 
forty thousand dollars in a single 
soason would seem to imply. What 
■would appear to be wanted is tho lay- 
ing out of townships and surveying of 
exterior lines in such sections of the 
country as are likely to bo first in 
demand for settlement, taking caro, 
however, that tho surveyor does not 
get too far ahead of the settlor, else 
hia tracks might becomo obliterated 
Rnd his work lost. But in order in- 
telligently and usefully to do this, it 
iB essential that explorations should 
to a great oxtent precede survey. 
First of all lookout desirable locations 
for planting settlements and then 
survey as the exigencies of the country 
and tho progress of settlement justify 
and demand. ..In a country so exten- 
sive and so little known, exploration 
is among tho most important works 
claiming the attention of tho Govern- 
ment. To settlements already formed 
undoubtedly the first duty is due: To 
take the settlers by tho hand and aid 
and encourage them by affording 
facile communication with tho best 
available markets.placing tlio moans 
of educating their children within their 
reach, and so framing tho laws of the 
country as to foster and build up a 
thrifty and independent yeomanry, 
the true basis of perrnenanfi pros- 
perity unquestionably constitutes the 
primary duty of the Administration. 
Butperhaps next in order stands that 
of opening tho way for planting 
new communities; and it is more 
particularly to this duty that at- 
tention is now sought to be di- 
rected. It is, perhaps one of the pe- 
culiarities of British Columbia that the 
explorer will generally kill two birds 
with the one stone. Sometimes he 
will kill three for; while looking out 
sites for settlements, he is apt to stum- 
ble upon rich mineral deposits, and 
not unfrequcntly he may discover im- 
portant avenues or passes through 
which convenient ingress and egress 
maybe established — a consideration of 
no little moment in a country like 
British Columbia. Thus the work of 
exploration becomes doubly import- 
ant, is invested with cumulative inter- 
est; and we submit that more of it, con- 
ducted upan correct pridciples and with 
due care and ability, would be in the 
true interest of tho country. It is 
not our present object to enter into de- 
tails and indicate the particular direc- 
tion and form such effort should take. 
That would, perhaps, fall within the 
more legitimate scope of Executive 
functions. - We would, however, ven- 
ture to point out one or two inviting 
openings for tho explorer. We ad- 
verted to one yesterday, in the course 
o' our remarks upon the subject of a 
better road to Cassiar. To-day we in- 
vite attention to the other extreme of 
the Province. We refer to thacounfcly 
bordering upon the southern frontier. 
Many persons will doubtless have pe 
rused with pleasure tho published re- 
port of explorations made in tho val- 
ley of the Lower Fraser, last summer, 
by Mr. John Fannin; „al though it will 
have been remarked that the ex- 
plorer, doubtless acting under in- 
structions, scarcely lost sight of tho 
smoke of the settlers'" cabin. After 
doing full justice too beautiful valley, 
as seen from the top of "Discovery 
Mountain," the explorer says:— 

"Turning- to the south, and-within 
an hour's walk from this peak, wo 
came out upon an open country, miles 
in extent, of benches and rolling 
hills, covered with a species of rich 
bunch grass, and dotted here and 
there with groves of stunted pines. 
The existence of this country has boen 
known to tho Cheam Indians for years; 
and according to them no white man 
has ovor been thero. I have also the 
information from tho Indians who 
accompauiod mo, that winter commen- 
ces there in October and ends in 
April. This country would bo valuable 
as a summer range for stock, especial- 
ly sheep. The best approach to it 
from tho Fraser would bo up the valley 
of a creek which empties into tho 
Fraser eignt miles above Cheam; but 
I am of tho opinion that the open 
stretch of country oxtends through tho 
valley of tho Similkameen." 

Now wo tnkoit that tho following up of 
this discovery is important in all tho re- 
spects hinted at. Wo should not bo at 
all surprised 1 to find that, in addition to 
opening up n splendid country for sot- 
tlemont, tho true gato to the great country 
drained by tho Columbia and possibly 
the Thompson would bo discovered.

wo would urge tho Government to carry 
out a careful but vigorous system of ex- 
ploration, and to include in that system 
the particular objocts to which wo havo 
briefly adverted.

[Before Culof Justice Double aud Justices Creimo mid 
Grav.l 

Saturday, Maroh 21st. 
The Court sat at 11 o'clock. The body 
of tho Court room, tho galleries ami the 
avenues leading thereto were densely 
packed with people, who seemed to take 
a deep interest iu tho business to coma 
boforo tho Court, viz: tho sentence of pri- 
soners convicted during the present As- 
sizes. ' 

SENTENCE OP THOMAS BCHOOIiEY. 

Thomas Schooley, convicted of the 
wilful murder of Henry Forman, was 
placed at tho Bar for sentence. Tho pri- 
soner's countenance boro a pallid look, 
but his nerves seemed in nowise shaken 
by his position, and he met tho gaze of 
tho crowd with tho same bold, nonchalant 
air that had characterized him during tho 
trial. 

Tho Judges having taken their soats.S 
Judge Gray said— Prisoner at the Bar, 
have you anything to say why tho seu- 
teuco of death should not bo passed upon 
you ? 

Tho prisoner (in a tono scarcely audi- 
ble)— "Nothing." 

Judge Gray— Then, prisouer at tho 
Bar, it becomes my painful duty to pass 
tho final sentence of tho law upon you. 
You have been found guilty of tho mur- 
der of Henry Forman, a man with whom 
you lived and tho father of your wife. Tt 
is not my wish to titter a single word that 
will add to tho anguish which you must 
feel. To you, lifo may be said to bo at 
nn end, and the Court can but express 
the hope that during tho few weeks yot 
left to yon, you will so prepare yourself 
that when tho gates of this life close be- 
hind you forever you will get a vision of 
that hotter life which lies beyond. [The 
emotion of tho learned Judge horo be'- 
cama so great that ho was compelled to 
pause for some moments. The prisoner 
Was unmoved, ] My intention now is to 
say a few words that others may bo ad- 
monished by your example and fate from 
following in your footsteps. The prisou- 
er was then asked to look at tho terrible 
nature of his crime: Tho shooting down 
of an unarmed man in tho midst of his 
family, without provocation, at tho very 
fcime ho boliovod that ho was in no dan- 
ger— least of all of violence at the hands 
of the man who stands convicted of his 
murder. Tho act was an atrocious ono. 
Murder in itself is bad enough, but 
the atrocity of this murder was heighten- 
ed by the fact that the fatal shot was fired 
from behind. It was an assassin's hand 
—a coward's blow. It was not the blow 
that impulse or passion deals— it was 
not the result of an open, a fair struggle; 
but it was the work of an assassin and n 
coward. What circumstances could have 
occurred in your past life, prisoner (con- 
tinued Judge Gray) , what could havo 
been your past habits or your associa- 
tions to have rendered you so 
calious to all the bettor promptings of 
your nature, we know not; but this wo 
tlo know: That you have given way to 
tho sin of drunkenness and to tho habit 
of carrying loaded firearms. The law is 
plain and distinct on this point and has 
already been pointed out. Drunkenness 
is no excuse, no bar to punishment; and 
perhaps no practice is more to bo con- 
demned than that of carrying firearms in 
tho midst of it peaceable community. 
Tilanv cannot control a sudden burst of 
passion or indignation, and if in the pos- 
session of firearms they often resort to 
their use, boforo passion has had lima to 
cool or reason to reassert her power, as 
you have done, prisoner. In a peaceful 
countrv like this thero was no excuse for 
carrying deadly weapons, there was no 
reason why you should anticipate harm. 
But wo find you armed, not alone iu the 
public streets and places of resort, but in 
tho privacy of your own room, in the pre- 
sence of your wife and her family, we 
find you fully armed, as if anticipating 
attack or prepared to avenge a real or 
fancied wrong. Tho Court does not 
know what hideous recollections may 
have caused you to always dread an at- 
tack—what stalking ghost of remorse for 
past misdeed:- may have risen — 

The prisoner (who hud listened thus 
far with an appearance of stolid com- 
posure) —Judge, may I say ono word 
about those firearms? 

Judge Gray— Certainly; a man in your 
position is entitled to ' every cousidor- 

Tho prisoner— I arrived in this Colony 
m 1858 and brought a revolver with mo 
because of the Indians. Afterwards 1 sold 
it and never carried one since. This pis- 
tol | the one with which the deed waa 
committed] belongs to Mr. George Diet/.. 
In 1872, when at the Eureka mine, Mr. 
Diefcz gave it to me to bring down, as ho 
was sick. I took it to Fort Hope, put it 
iu my trunk, and there it st.il until J. 
brought it to Victoria. After I was mar- 
ried I wont to San Francisco and back 
with my wife; it waa iu my trunk all the 
time; I never took it out till ono night my 
wife woke mo up with the cry "Thero are 
robbers in tho house." I got up, took the 
revolver out of the trunk and wont through 
tho house, and searched every room but 
that of Mr. and Mrs. Formal). My wife- 
joined mo with a light. Wo found no 
one there and I know it was a false alarm. 
I laid the pistol on tho dressing table; it 
staid there a fow days, and thou was put 
between tho inattrasses and was not mov- 
od till wo left to go to tho Driard House. 
I want to say that Mrs. Forman's ovidonco 
about my chasing hor around with a pis- 
tol is incorrect. The way wo came to leave 
tho house was this: Wo sat down to 
breakfast that morning, and thero was 
nothing on the table to tempt our appe- 
tites. My wife — sho complained first — 
then .proposed we should get another 
place to board at. I said yes, and went 
to town. Unfortunately, while thero [drank 
nome and when I camo back I removod 
tho' trunks into the street. My wife was 
willing to go and we were leaving when 
she said, "you havo forgotten, the revol- 
ver." I went back and got tho revolver 
from between tho bods. This is the time 
Mrs. Forman says I chased hor with a 
revolver. I did nothing of tho kind. I took 
tho revolver to tho Driard House and 
handed it to tho person iu charge thero. 
I should say that I had given my wife a 
HlOO bill to pay for our board. She gavo 
it to MM. Fonnun, It whb moro than m 



owed, and when I camo back from town 
I had some small lulls, but sho wouldn't 
return the $100, because alio didn't want 
us to go away. All I said to Mrs. For- 
man was in reply Jo whutsho said to me; 
and my wife and Toften laughed about it 
afterwards. S^io said, "'perhaps you 
don't think much of mo?" "Well," said 
I, "since you havo mentioned it, I don't 
think you are much." This is all about 
the revolver. I bought the derringers at 
San Francisco bocauso I was going to No- 
vada, and heard- the highwaymen wero 
very bad on the stageroad; but I only liv- 
ed them once, and then it wasuta pignqn. 
I havo not been in tho habit of carrying 
pistols. I have heard a good deal has 
beon said against mo; I have hoard that I 
lirod at a man at Yale with a pistol, but 
that is not so; I did not have apist'ol with 
mo; I know I havo committed n crimo, I 
don't deny it; and I am willing to suffer 
for it. This is, all I have to say. 

Judge Gray — Prisonor at the iJar, thoso 
remarks can have no effect — 

The prisoner — I only made thorn in 
justice to those friends who havo stuck to 
mo. 

Judge Gray — Tlio remarks of (he Court 
nro not intended for you, prisonor; but 
for those who surround you. I am sur- 
prised that a man so cool and collected 
as yon aro nt this awful moment should 
have so far forgotten yourself as to act 
as you did. If anything should 
servo as a warning to othors not 
to carry firearms, it is the fact that you, 
so cool now, should so far havo forgotten 
yoursolf as to commit murder. Let mo 
say ono word more: No man requires to 
move about in this community with fire- 
arms on his person. No man need carry 
a revolver, or tho lifo of another human 
being in his pocket. No stronger com- 
mentary than your remarks could be pro- 
duced, and if men net as you havo done 
tiiey will find that British law will drag 
down the highest that may dare to break 
it, as it will lift up and protect tho 
humblest who has been trampled under- 
foot. Judge Gray hort paused to com- 
pliment tho Judges on their course in 
the past, and added that tho fate of tho 
prisonor would bo a warning to men who 
carry firearms iu every part of the Pro- 
vince. They would bo taught that when 
men tako lifo they will bo hanged as sure 
as there is a God in heaven. Lot it bo 
heard far and near that the Judges and 
Juries in this Province will not permit 
thisland to ba made tho assassin's laud. 
I hope that the awful fato which must 
surely befall you will bo hoard niul felt 
in every part of the Province as a warn- 
ing. Prisoner at tlio Bar, some little time 
will he given you for reflection and pre- 
paration while the notes of this trial will 
bo nlaoed before tho representative of the 
Queen at Ottawa aud ho shall 
havo had an 1 opportunity to in- 
quire into the facts ond ii£ a day for your 
execution; but do not let any delusive 
hope lead you from the proper realization 
of the awful fate that awaits you — a fate 
from which no earthly power can save 
you. Prisoner at the Bar, tho sontonco 
of the Court is that you be taken henco to 
tho place whence you came and thero be 
! liaugedbythoneekuntil you are dead, 
| dead, dead. And may God havo mercy 
! on your soul! 

! Tho pvjsonor, who preserved a stocial 
demonnour.was thou removed in a oab to 

! the prison, white the vast crowd, upon 
whom the eloquent and touching address 

j of tho learned Judge had evidently creat- 
ed a deep and solomii impression quiet- 
ly loft the Court-room.

Judge Crease then sentenced Mio Bow, 
convicted of forgerv, to four years penal 
servitude, and tho business of the Assizes 
ended. 

Westminster BisviEW. — The first and 
most important artiola in the January 
number of the Westminster Reviow, re- 
cently to hand, is ono on tho disestablish- 
ment and disendowment of tho Church of 
England, written from tho Non-conform- 
ist standpoint. The quoting from Glad- 
stone, Dean Afford, Candn Gridlestono 
aud othors as well as from Newman, 
Mioll, Morley and many others, A strong 
case in regard to its opposition 'to' pro- 
gress is made out against this church by 
John Morley who assorts in the "struggle 
for National Education," "that tho in- 
fluence of the establishment was exuded 
against the abolition of tlio slave trade, 
and of colonial Bhyrery', against tho re- 
moval of Nonconformist, Roman Catho- 
lic, and Jewish disability; the repeal of 
tho eornlaws, the extension of the fran- 
chise, its protection by anomymous vot- 
ing." Tho reviewer, writing in ono of the 
remotesttparish.es in Cornwall, and in Old 
country papers, said to bo a Mr. Hare, 
thinks it not impossible that tho present 
leader of the Conservatives rmiy give the 
coup de grace to tho Establishment for in 
"Conuigsby" he speaks against tho union 
of Church and State, and later, in "Lo- 
thair," one of the characters says pithi- 
ly, and ominously, "I'urliaiuont made the 
Church of England, and Parliament will 
unmake the Church of England. Tho 
Church of England is not tho Church of 
tho English, its fate ia sealed." Other 
interesting articles thero are in this num- 
ber of the Westminster, but wo shall not 
attempt to particularise. 

A Wbeok. — Tho steamship California, 
on her way up from Portland, when 5 
niilns south of Flattery Books' saw a ves- 
sel floating bottom up. Tho wreck was 
considerably down by tho head. About 
forty feot of tho keol was visible. Tho 
rudder, which was partly dotachod, was 
plainly soon, but the hull was submerged 
so as to hide the name. She seemed to 
be a vessel of about 300 tons, quite now 
and not coppered. No wreckage was 
floating near. This, in nil probability, is 
a marine disaster consequent upon the ro- 
prehensible practice of carrying heavy 
deckloads of lumber. 

Tin: contest for tho checker champion- 
ship of tho world took place in Boston 
recently between James Wylio, the Eng- 
lish champion, and William Barkor of 
that city. Wylio won 9 out of 42 games 
played, 32 being drawn and one resulting 
in favor, of Barker.

Yale after Her Silent 
Brigade. 

EniToit Colonist: — "Facts are stub- 
born things," we admit, and wo will add, 
"An chils 'o canna ding." Such is a head- 
ing of a letter from Yalo' which appears 
iu the Standard of tho ilth inat. Now 
we beg to differ, and so do the citizens of 
Yalo from the writer of said letter; but 
we should have been much pleased if 
"I O. U." had stated facts. The meeting 
to which he alludes, I mu»t iu truth say, 
was one of tho largest ever hold in this 
place; in fact.but with one or- two excep- 
tions, tho whole papulation turned out 
en masse, as tho question to be dioussed, 
"the altering of the Terai3 of Union," 
was considered by nil to be of the greatest 
importance to the Province. The views on 
this important question that our members 
had thought proper -to mlaprm support- 
ing the Government were -unanimously 
condemned, and resolutions wore passed 
calling upon them to vote against tlio 
Government Bill amending Articles 2 and 
12 of the treaty ; and by so doing they 
would be carrying out thn well-expressed 
wishes of their constituents in this inir 
portant district. These resolutions wore 
carried unauiniously^vitbout ono dissent- 
ing voice and signed, not as the Standard's 
correspondent says, , by only five voters 
and a few foreigners, but by all tho load- 
ing merchants and residents in town, with 
three or four exceptions, amongst which 
was ono elector whoso reasons for 
not signing was perhaps more of a person- 
al than a public nature. So far as lauding 
"Old Bob" Smith aud his colleagues as 
tho saviors of tho country is 
concerned, there is, I may safely 
say, ono feeling which is that our 
members have betrayed tho trust confid- 
ed to their keeping, and bartered, or tried 
.to do so, our most sacred rights for a 
few dollars, and supported a Government 
who has not tho welfare of the country at 
heart; their only ambition being tho re- 
taining their 53,500 for another year. But 
the people on the Mainland aro sound on 
the Terms, .and the oitudel will soon bo 
breached. Lett be- eleeteu 8 but be honest 
to themselves and then we may expect 
from tlio elected a faithful discharge of 
their trust; let us try to teach thorn 
that it is wrong to force an Act through 
against tho will of tho people — that it is 
also cowardly, unfair, nnEnglisll un.l dis- 
reputable Let it not bo said- of us as of 
the Roman Senate, that wo aro saleable- 
by tho lump or in lots. Lot us hold on. to 
the terms, cast-iron as they may be, and ull 
will come right, it is not for the coun- 
try's good that tho Ministry wanted to 
capitalize the 8945,000 and thoo per cent, 
guarantee; but to secure their oontinu- 
anoe in and emoluments of office, and of 
giving them tho manipulation^ ai\ Ul)itu>)i 
of tho public moneys. In' regard' to .our 
Silent Members wo would' wish < to' bo 
charitable; hut wo must bo just to ' our- 
selves. They havo beon very plainly, told 
to resign, and wci hope that thoy will seo 
the propriety of at once doing so. Thoy 
cannot expect to hold their seats any 
longer with honor to themselves or bene- 
fit to flioir constituents; in fact wo aro 
tired of automatons and want men who 
can articulate.

"Aisior Veritates" and the 
New Wagon Road. 

EniTon. Coeonist.— In again craving a 
little space for ii fow words more on the 
New Westminster- Yalo road question, 1 
nood hardly assure you that the favor 
is not asked for the* purpose of aiding 
you to rohutotho charge of inconsistency 
preferred against you by tho organ of to- 
day; my solo aim is to endeavor to 
frustrate, if possible, the echeiuca of 
mon who wish to purchase a littlo oheop 
(dear to (ho people) popularity by 
squandering borrowed money on' unpro- 
ductive public works. 

This charge of inconsistency, by jtho 
way, iB not very evident to mo; for, if I 
remember rightly, tho battle sustained 
by the Colonist and those who think with 
it, was nbout tho mode of raising tlio 
ruonoy, not about its mode of expendi- 
ture. Even were it otherwise, Surely 
ono might urge tho necossity of provi- 
ding nn outlot to tho Hou-bourd for stock 
from Nicola Yallov, Knmloops und Okan- 
ngnn, and yot contend tooth mid mtil 



against tho making of a road connecting 
Ya\e with New Westminster. The tnlk 
aboVit this road "opening upthe country" 
in tlio veriest clap-trap, almosttoo plainly 
so tb bo swallowed by thoso who would 
belijsvtvifc, if they could. Open up tho 
co uh try for sooth! What country? "Do 
you believe," I overheard one ask nn- 
othcr not long since, "Do you beliovo 
that, wera tlio lino of communication 
perfect, — good roads, streams all brid- 
ges, between New Westminster and Lil- 
looet, thero is a n an under heaven fnol 
enough to go to Lilloqet to raise grain,' 
under tho conviction that Victoria is to be 
almost his solo market?" I will add two 
other questions: Will tho Lillooet far- 
mers try tho experiment? If they do, 
will thoy attempt to haul grains, bean, or 
flour alongside a navigable river eighty 
miles? 1 guess not. The notion i3 sim- 
ply preposterous. ^Nor is this all as against 
this road. As I allowed in a former 
letter, via Yalo is not the outlot for stock 
from tho upper country. This is not be- 
cause ofjwant of roads and , trailfi,but;want 
M feed lor a distance little" short of 100 
miles. I contend, too, that even from 
Hope down cattle oannot be driven, ex- 
"sept in very largo bands, as cheaply as 
tlw steamboats might bring jjthom, were 
the owners of tho steamboats wiso, and 
even a little accommodating. But, to 
meet tho contingency that they may bo 
neither, a good cattle trail of sleigh-road 
should be made and at onco: This will 
-meet every want, so far as thoy can bo 
mot without tho iron-horse, of tho up- 
per country. : . 

Coupled with tho clap-trap about 
"opening up tho country" we havo heard 
tho- nrock sympathetic: bosh about finding 
work for the unemployed. It happens 
\ lint wo havo had a littlo experience in 
this matter already. I would ask how 
many of tho "unemployed" set to work

. Recent advices from 1 Australia 'show 
that the islands of South Pacific are fast 
increasing in commercial importance. 
Tho Auckland Steam Packet Company, 
having a stoani service to the Fiji Islands, 
will procure additional steamers to sup- 
ply their increasing coasting trade. A 
steamer is also to bo placed regularly - on 
the passage botween Auckland and Pover- 
ty Bay, and another i3 on her way out 
from London to ongnge in the coasting 
trade. Seventy miles of tho Auckland 
and Wakalo Bail road were opened recent- 
ly. The Maori King and hisson werepay- 
ing friendly visits to the settlors. The 
harvest promised to be abundant. In the 
■other colonics tho wheat crop will show 
a falling oil. Thero is a great demand for 
labour jn tho various parts of the oolon- 
ios. Trade with the Islands of Fiji aud 
othor groups in tho South Sea is iucreas- 
iug. The sugar trado is to receive an 
iuipetus by the establishment of sugar 
refineries. The Union Steam Shipping 
Company, with a oopital of $250,000. has 
boon organized at Dunedin to meet tho 
growing requirements of the shipping 
trade of New Zealand, aud tho New Zea- 
land Navigation Company will enlarge its 
capital in order to provide additional 
steamers to Fiji.

One or two attempts at Irrinbsitiou have to bo record- 
ed, which however were met and frustrated! but it is 
gratifying to know that tbe Society's help Iuih been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known. 

The gooil objects of tho Society are so broad and 
comprehensive in their sharacter that they should 
command the sympathy and support of tin: well (lis- 
posed throughout the Province; and It Is therefore 
hoped that the receipts of the present year may be 
auitmontod so that the usefulness of the Society may 
hoi in any event be Jeopardized.
